4. (Confidential - GLC) Received a call from Rady Johnson, 
Assistant to the Secretary of Defense (Legislative Affairs), who said they 
had been discussing with Senator Stennis possible action on the Senate 
floor with respect to the Foreign Assistance Act which is to be voted on 
in the Senate today. Johnson said that Deputy Secretary of Defense Packard 
talked briefly with Senator Stennis yesterday. 

DOD expects Senator Stennis to offer an amendment to delete all of 
Section 512 but they feel the Senator would have difficulty in obtaining the 
deletion of all of Section 513 on the Senate floor. DOD has talked to Roy 
Bullock, Staff Administrator, House Foreign Affairs Committee, who said 
he thought that Committee would be willing to knock out Section 513 when^^ 
the bill goes to conference. |
